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When a Lad needs a lawyer

Witha mayoral election ahead the number 
of arrests around Los Angeles has, as 
usual, jumped, The arrested person, 
when picked up in a bar raid is more often 
thannot, innocent of any wrong-going, but 
he still needs a lawyer and only then does 
he meet one--and for the first time in his 
life, Is itnot much better to have a lawyer 
onaconsultative basis before one must be 
called, usually at some late hour? 

Everyone should have a lawyer before 
they need one--before that accident, that 
lawsuit, that broken affair and the result- 
ing dispute over custody of the poodles 
and before that 'gay' arrest, 

We live in a highly complicated and 
legalistic age; the average person, gay or 
straight, needs a lawyer more often than 
he realizes--andtoo often he realizes this 
fact too late, 

Legal advice does not come cheap but 
there are many struggling young lawyers 
aiming for their first hundredthousand who 
can be quite reasonable, particularly if 
they have met the client socially, however 
briefly, beforehand, While a few that we 
know are as devious as any to be found in 
the pages of Dickens--and as sepulchral 
in their demeanor, most lawyers can be 
reasonable and accommodating, 

Several of our friends prefer to deal with 
a straight lawyer rather than with one 
known to be sympathetic to homosexuals, 
but thisisa personal matter, As a rule it 
is better to seek a lawyer with a sizeable 
gay clientele, And how is one found? 
Justaskaround Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco bars and other meeting places, 
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Otherwise the local office of an organiza- 
tion such as.S,I,R, or the Mattachine 
Society will be glad to help, The office 
of the American Bar Association is also 
very helpful, Most gay magazines and 
papers carry ads for bondsmen, 

Any lawyer will spell out what to do when 
arrested, As a rule what we print here 
is whathappens: Whenyou are arrested-- 
even on suspicion of drunken driving, all 
you must tell the officer is your name and 
some address that you use, When asked 
where youwork be vague but give a credi- 
ble reply but never say that youarea 
teacher or work for the government and 
so on (even hairdressers in California 
have had their licenses lifted during the 
past year--after being convicted of some 


sex charge!), Later your attorney can 
protect your occupation by legal means, 

Never admit to any kind of sexual pro- 
pensity and never fall for the arresting 
officer's cajoling approach--he is at work 
and to arrest you is his job, Above all, 
vehemently deny what you are accused of 
when being arrested; this is very impor- 
tant, as failure to deny any accusation made 
against you can be used later as a tacit 
admission of guilt, 

Then clam up but politely and say that 
this is your lawyer's advice, 

After booking at the police station you 
will be permitted at least one phone call, 
This is when you call your lawyer or bail 
bondsman, Now it will become obvious that 
if either of them knows you there will be 
fewer embarrassing questions to answer, 

If you choose to call the lawyer he will 
contacta bail bondsman to effect your re- 
lease, so calling the bondsman is going 
to get you released quicker, Once out of 
jail, contact your lawyer--if late at night 
do so first thing in the morning, 

When arrested in California the usual 
or most common charge is 'lewd-vag,' 
which is listed inthe Penal Code as 647(A), 
This is a misdemeanor and the bail is 
automatically set, If arrested on a felony 
the proceedings are more complicated and 
it takes the bondsman and a lawyer (the 
latter chosen by the former or by you) 
much longer to obtain bail, Sodomy and 
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similar acts at which persons are appre- 
hended usually result in a felony charge. 

Remember your rights--if you don't know 
what they are consult your lawyer; be 
polite but firm and bear in mind that a 
homosexual is not a criminal--and if you 
regard yourself as 'nelly', butch it up, 
as arecord is made of your attitude at the 
time of arrest, 

Remember too that the average police- 
manhas only reada book or two on the law 
and he interprets it accordingly; he does 
not make the law but only implements it. 
You still get yourday in court, The police 
have lawyers behind them, so should you, 
Most judges privately deplore the ridicu- 
lous sexlaws they must uphold so you will 
get a fair hearing even though the judge 
hada nagging wife prepare a lousy break- 
fastand his only daughter has gone to join 
the Hippies, 

Your demeanorincourt and your convin- 
cing denial (IF innocent) of the charge can 
help acquit you should you decide to fight 


Bill to legalize 
homosexuality 


Assemblyman Willie L. Brown Jr., who 
claims his San Francisco district has more 
homosexuals than any other in California, 
introduceda bill yesterday tolegalize certa- 
in private sexual conduct between consent- 
ing adults, 

"What I'm attempting to do is knock out 
the blackmail and the public condemnation, 
and free the cops from being peeping toms 
in restrooms so theycan go out anddo some 
honest criminal investigation, '' he said, 
Homosexual acts now are illegal, regard- 
less of whether they take place in private 
or public, 

The Democratic legislator said similar 
bills have been adopted in England and IIli- 
nois - but he admitted the measure might 
have a tough time in California, 

I'm not unusually optimistic for the first - 
session, he said, 

"I really don't expect any honest opposit - 
ion, people who have philosophical differ- 
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ences, I think there will be considerable 
practical political opposition based on peo- 
ple's feelings toward homosexuals, "' 

Brown said the public ''tends to discrim- 
inate'' against homosexuals, ''They tend to 
treat them as they do blacks and other mi- 
norities - as less than human beings, '' 

During his campaign, the legislator said 
he spoke to several homophile groups, who 
asked him: ''Whyis itwe are discriminated 
against and nobody does anything about it? "' 
He said he decidedit was time to do some- 
thing now,

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Book review 


THE HOMOSEXUAL HANDBOOK 


Well, it had to appear this year (although 
it was first published in New York late last 
year) - ''The Homosexual Handbook" by one 
Angelo d' Arcangelo, It is a paperback 
from New York's Olympia Press and it 
sells for $1,95 - if you can find a copy. 

It starts out by being well written and 
sophisticated in what might be called New 
Yorker magazine style. It's aim, and I 
quote from page 8, is for a ''-book as easy 
toread as a Boy Scout's handbook, and as 
full of usefulinformation"., It is extremely 
funny in parts and all through the book there 
is some excellent advice on health, on pot 
and poppers on cruising and on orgy giving 
and on bars and baths. However, about 
quarter way intothe bookI got the impress- 
ion that it was the work of more than one 
person but I think thatI can guess the name 
of the famous writer responsible for the 
best part of it, 

There are too many cute French and other 
foreign phrases and words - some of them 
misspelled - in this very readable book but 
there isalso morethan one glaring gramm- 
atical error. 

The writer(s) exhibits a zest for life and 
sex that is praiseworthy but he has his hang- 
ups, especially in the S & M department. 


There are many quotable lines in most 
chapters, for instance, ''One looks for- 
wardto being buriedwitha hard on". There 

are stories and descriptions of bars and 
other meeting places coast to coast but 
West Coast descriptions are very dated - 
Jack's Waterfront is mentioned and that 
that closedyears ago, All this is quibbling 


on my part - this book is a must onevery- 
one's reading list but....and it is a big 
BUT, it is almost impossible to obtain a 
copy in Los Angeles at the time of going to 
press. I called four bookstores, straight 
and gay before I found one that admitted to 
having a copy; I visited three more before 
I was able to buy one of two remaining 
copies there. I was told in two stores that 
it had been recalled by the publishers and 
when I read the last chapter I could see 
why. 

This last chapter is superfluous - itadds 
little to the book and may be regarded as 
irresponsible. Therein is a "list ofpract- 
cal homosexuals pastand present withvery 
short biosgraphical notes'', Some of the 
notes are but a few telling words others 
are paragraph long, All the notes name 
names and give some witty news of the 
famous show business folk or politicians 
listed. Some of the notes can be called 
sensational. 

Meanwhile you canthank your lucky stars 
that you are not famous and gay and ment- 
ioned in ''The Homosexual Handbook"! - or 
perhaps you are famous and gay and men- 
tioned and don't give a Damn. Good for you. 
I'm furious they left me out. And if the 
author's name istruly Angelo d'Arcangelo , 
well then, I too have an unusual name,

Bike Bar Talk...this month is about the 
big Saturday night raid on that Hollywood 


bike bar, Eight customers were charged 
with lewd conduct and the management 
with exceeding their capacity. Some weeks 
later the uniformed police came in after 
an alleged burglary suspect--there had 
been another burglary at anearby commer- 
cial plant, at least that was the excuse 
offered, This bar is known to stand be- 
hind its customers and in-the past when 
the management ran another popular bike 
bar which had election time raids the un- 
lucky victims were bailed out at the ex- 
pense of the management, 

The talk around town is of the contin- 
uing harassment of bars--all over town, 
Some say that only the Silverlake area is 
to be avoided but at the Buddy Club Party 
early in March we heard of visitations and/ 
or arrests from Culver City to the San 
Fernando Valley--even that busy Western 
bar out there was visited late one Sunday 
night by a sergeant and patrolman anxious 
to check out the license at that late hour; 
they left amiably and strolled back to 
their car parked up the block, 

Those of us who dig the bar scene 
know that the popular bars--leather and 
sweater alike, are well and properly run 
--so much so that in some places if two 
men shake hands the management almost 
has conniptions, Everyone has a dif- 
ferent explanation for this election time 
misuse of the police--and the uniformed 
police are certainly not to blame; look 
further up the power structure for an ex- 
planation--know your local city councilman 
andhis views on homosexuality before you 
vote, 

Bike bar talk this past month was also 
about the violence that has again intruded 
into the city's respectable gay world, 
Early in March the manager of a small 
baths off Sunset Boulevard was shot dead 
by a young gunman who :tnay or may not 
have held the place up some weeks pre- 


viously, In the March holdup he was dis- 
satisfied with the small amount offered 
so he shot the manager and rifled the of- 
fice, escaping before the police arrived, 
The police then took the half dozen or so 
customers in for questioning but all were 
released later, 

Sundays in Los Angeles are getting to 
be very hectic and competitive--brunch, 
bike runs, movies at several places in the 
afternoon (The Hayloft still has the edge 
here with films worth seeing again), 
buffets galore--andusually free or almost; 
latest bar to join the buffet bit is The 
Stampede. long a favorite with the late, late 
bike crowd though the butch Hippie element 
from West Hollywood usually reigns here, 
While there one night we discussed the 
local 'gay heat wave' with Frank J, from 
Fresno--he once belongedto one of our lo- 
cal clubs and took advantage of the first 
fine weekend of the year to take his new 
Triumph to L.A, He told us that Fresno 
too is uptight at the moment but that the 
bar scene is lively and without the type of 
harassment we have in L.A, He reports 
that The Orange Ogre is now closed but 
that Modesto now has a worthwhile bar 
just off the 99 Freeway that is doing well, 
Meanwhile Southern Californians have en- 
joyed the second big run of the year-- 
the ‘Satyrs Club outing to San Diego about 
which we'll comment next month--as ear- 
lier reported the small but efficient San 
Andreas Club had a successful run to that 
new dude ranch out by Victorville in San 
Bernardino County, There's nothing like 
it up north, 

The other Sunday we pulled our bikes up 
to the ex-Horny Toad in the Valley--a 
favorite after-run refreshment saloon-- 
it's now called The Tale of the Toad but 
stillrunbythe same guys. It was so busy 
that we never found out what happened to 
Horny.

The plot, a rather thin one, revolves 
around a birthday party being given for the 
reigning ''Bitch Queen''--Harold, affec- 
tionately called ''Hally'' by his inner cir- 
cle, Before the party starts the host, 
adroitly played by Dennis Cooney as the 
guilt-ridden Catholic, receives a phone 
call from Alan, an old straight buddy, 
Alan begs to see Michael to tell him some- 
thing important; Michael tries to dissuade 
him but relents when Alan promises to 
make the visit brief, 

Alan's role is the only really ambiguous 
one created by Crowley, It is as if he 
didn't know where to go with the charac- 
ter; he ends up going nowhere, In the end 
he cops out by sending Alan back to his 
wife after we have been given strong hints 
that Alan is a ''closet queen", 

During the party there are several exor- 
cisms aided breatly by the device of having 
each partygoer call someone he has, or 
does, truly love, The winner is to be the 
one with the guts to say ''I love you" to 
the person called, Hally refuses, of 
course, but is handed some of the play's 
funniest lines as comic relief during the 
phone calling, The phoning device allows 
for many solo performances; that of 
Emory, played by Cliff Gorman, I pre- 
ferred, The character of Emory is so 
flagrantly swish that he is the one type who 
is most identified by "straights" as a gay 
boy. Incidentally, Crowley has written 
something for everyone here; for the Jew, 
the Catholic, the Negro, the sexually dead, 
the upside-down heterosexual--all but the 
poor left out Protestant, but then perhaps 
they come under the heading of sexually 
dead?

To dismiss this play as one simply root- 
ed in and sustained by self-pity--a la 
Virginia Wolff, is to miss the point, True, 
Crowley states that a homosexual is ob- 
viously doomed by the world in which he 
lives and also by his own nature, Crowley 
offers no solutions but seems to suggest 
that the homosexual adjust to his dilemma, 
The play thrusts at the audience, pulling 
no punches; it captures the essence of the 
homosexual world's no-exit problems and 
also the gay world's vernacular, The 
moments of ensemble acting are often 
brilliant and the title, wherever the wri- 
ter found it, is an inspired one, 

Special kudos from this corner go to 
Michael Lipton as ''Hally'"', and to his 
make-up man and wardrobe man for just 
the right touch, Also effective are Emory, 
played by Cliff Gorman and Konrad Mat- 
thaei as Hank, the bisexual school teach- 
er (Ivy League yet!), Roger Herren is 
just right in the thankless role of the hust- 
ler--the hustler was ''Hally's'' birthday 
present from Emory, Guy Edwards as 
bernard dealt manfully with what I thought 
to be the weakest lines in the play. But 
when you go, do watch for Lipton's por- 
trayal of Harold--as far as I was con- 
cerned he stole every scene in which he 
appeared,
